RALLIES FROM FEVEfi" 


ST. PETERSBURG, July IS.—Count 


Leo Tolstoi, who has- been suffering 
from a severe attack, of fever, rallied 
yesterday and is much better. It ap- 
pears that in spite of the prohibition 
of his doctors, .Count Tolstoi insisted 
on going out in wet weather. He suc- 
cumbed to an attack of malaria July 
10. The following day his^fcver wa3 
much more violent and continued ris- 
ing' until July 15, when some improve- 
ment was noted. 
July 16 the authoi 


suffered a relapse and his strength di- 
minished considerably, his pulse beat- 
ing as high as 150 and his condition 
was extremely critical during the night. 
He slept soundly later on, however, and 
awoke greatly refreshed next morning 
and showed perceptible improvement 
during that day, Wednesday. 


During his illness the Count constant- 


ly spoke of his work and all his family 
were at his bedside.

WATER FAMINE IN THE WEST. 


The drought in the States bordering 


an the Missouri river has severely test- 
»tl the capacity of the water plants or 
the larger cities. 
In some o£ them 


there has been 
practically a 
water 


famine. 
Kansas City was reduced to 


the severest straits, and the greatest 
difficulty vi-ns experienced in supply- 
ing the absolute necessities of the In- 
habitants 
during the heated spell. 


Kansas City owns its own water plant, 
drawing the supply from the Missouri 
river. 
There was no lack of water In 


the river, but 
the 
reservoirs 
were 


empty because the plant was inade- 
quate to the demands upon it. 


Some years ago this city took over 


the plant from a. private corporation, 
and the newspapers charge that the 
authorities since then have neglected 
to make tfffi proper extensions to msct 
the growth of the population Slid the 
consequent increased demand. It was 
found that a single frail pipe line pro- 
tected the city from an absolute water 
famine. 
In laying- this line, the engi- 


neers for the city marie a blunder that 
came near proving disastrous. 
They 


made a mistake of ten feet in the grade 
and figured on the water .flowing' be- 
tween certain points by gravity pres- 


THE NEW CODES. 


Although the . law-publishing 
flrms 


are marketing: the new codes as revis- 
ed by action of the last Legislature and

demand for desira-bie houses, and this 
demand is increasing- Instead of dimin- 
sliing-, although new houses are going 
ip all over town. 
Rents have been 


stiffening for -months past, but both 
andl'ord-3 and agents have heretofore 
hesitated to make a -flat raise on d'\vp.li- 


ss occupied by regular tenants. That 


hey are preparing to do so is evident, 
and the time seems propitious for the 
move. 


It.is difficult to find a desirable house 


Of flat of from four to six rooms in a 
good locality for rent. Good houses are 
snapped up almost as fast as they be- 
come vacant, and the ingoing tenant 
generally has to stand a raise of ft-om 
15 to 25 per cent. Although more than 
200 new dwellings have been erected 
in the city during the past year, the 
demand for good houses in desirable 
locations hag become far more press- 
ing than it was this time last year. Of 
course there are houses to rent, but 
generally speaking they are old fash- 
ioned and in bad repair or are located 
in undesirable sections. 
But even be- 


low Seven'th street and west of Union 
the demand for dwellings is brisker 
than' it has been for many years, and 
there are fewer signs "to let" than 
have been seen for a long time past. 


Naturally landlords and agents do 


not like to tell tenants that they are 
arbitrarily raising the rent. They gen- 
erally g-ive some excuse, whether good 
or bad, to quiet the indignant protests 
Usually Ug-ents tell tenants that it is 
the wicked landlord, although it fre- 
quently happens they have received 
the agency through promising to get 
higher rents than were formerly ob- 
tained. 
In the present instance botli 


andlords and tenants unite in passing- 
the buck to the water company. When- 
ever they raise the rent the tenant is 
told that it is because the water rates 
have been raised so high. This is not 
a .very good excuse, but it is a gxi'od 
enough Morgan for the occasion. 


A landlord will have the water rate 


on a dwelling .increased say seventy- 
five cents a month. He straightway in- 
creases the rent Mom 'three to five dol- 
lars a month.

UNIVERSITY OF 
CALIFORNIA, 


July 18.—A bronze copy has just been 
completed for the University of Calf- 
iornia of the Apollo of Piombino, one 
of the most beautiful bronzes in the 
Louvre. Never before has the French 
government permitted this statue to be 
reproduced. Under the direction of 
Professor 
Alfred 
Emerson, who, 


through the generosity of Mrs. Phoebe 
A. Hearst, is' organizing a cabinet of 
classical antiquities for the Univer- 
sity, a Paris sculptor is modelling a 
restoration of the missing attributes. 
In the bronze copy these additions will 
be made detachable. 


The University will soon possess, as 


a part of its-classical museum, a cabi- 
net of Cyprio ar'e_ well might equal in 
quality and variety to the famous col- 
lection in the Louvre. 
The cabinet of 


antiquities from Cyprus collected by 
M.-Boisse, formerly French consul-gen- 
eral at Larnaka, was sold recently in 
Paris. 
Professor Emerson purchased 


there for the University a hundred ob- 
jects, principally stone carvings and 
earthenware vases. 
The collection is 


of peculiar significance because of its 
representation of the 
effects 
of 
the 


coalesence of 
Egyptian, 
Phoenician, 


Assyrian, Hittite and Greek influences 
in Cyprus. 
Among the objects which 


are to come to the Berkeley museum 
are 'a quasi-Egyptian man wearing a 
hat and clinging tunic, a quasi-Phoe- 
nician priestess with a pomegranate, a 
quasi-Assyrian bust of a bearded man, 
a Greek figure of a veiled goddess with 
a mural crown, and 
a. tiny seated 


woman, an Asiatic Greek type of the 
patron deity of a 
city. A 
beardless 


Hercules wearing- a lion scalp is half 
Tyrian, half Greek. All 'these interest- 
ing- stone carvings have been mounted 
on oak pedestals. 


Another choice part of the Cyprus 


collection consists of 
bowls, .plates, 


cups,, jars, craters, bird-shaped jugs, 
clay barrels, pitchers 
adorned 
with 


concentric circles, a basin, and a vase 
adorned with spirals and strings of 
pomegranates. 


Two interesting- purchases were two 


extremely primitive nude female idols 
of clay, with rings in t'heir ears and 
noses.

At the sale in Paris ot a noteworthy 


collection forrned -by a brilliant con- 
noisseur, 
a Swiss banker in Naples, 


Professor Emerson purchased for the 
University 
-several 
handsome Greek 
vases adorned with -mythological sub- 
jects, 
two 
bronze .statues of young 


men, one .an archaic figure on a pedes- 
tal of lapis lazuli, two Etruscan Jamp 
stands, 
one of them adorned with a, 


group oC lovers' at the 'base, the other 
with a cat and -bird running up the 
stem; a number of Greek razor blades, 
ocks, keys, spoons, and forks, -and a 
block of marble .bearing a Latin sepul- 
chral inscription. 


Some very 'beautiful antiquities were 
secured for the University at the auc- 
tion in Brussels of the famous Somzec 
collection. Professor Emerson purchas- 
ed more than one-fifth of t'he pieces in 
the Hist of Greek, Etruscan, and Roman 
terra cottas, vases, and fig-urines. Rep- 
"esentatives 
were on hand of all the 


principal European museums. 


Among the o-bjects acquired by the 


University were a cylindrical jar bear- 
'ng masks, -a statuette of a half-draped 
Jeda seated on a bench caressing a lit- 
le swan, a standing figure of a. veiled 
voman, a figure of a veiled woman with 
1-unate shoulders,' probably represent- 
'ng Selene-_a statuette of a draped girl 
seated, -and two quarter'life size heads, 
with red haiir crowned with ivy wreaths 
found :in Sicily. 


Among other pieces are a'black lamn 


wilh masks, an oil cruse, a figure of 
Ero« leaning on a cippus, or boundary 
monument, a group representing Eros 
and Psyche, and a statuette of a, boy. 


Another very pretty figurine recently 
purchased for the University In Paris 
is a female head, archaic, with black 
hair, 
yellow • face, 
black 
eyebi-ows, 
painted eyes and round red lips. 


Among: other objects recently ac- 


quired by the University" is a large 
pyxis with a toih't of Aphrodite' ,-,c- 
tended by maids, Cupid and Victories; 
and two prehistoric vases of Ai-gaeo- 
MedUerranean ware found in Egypt. 
These little pots are painted in red on 
pinkish yellow with the representation 
of a. long boat with many oars and two 
sails. 
These vases are the work of 


a"n alien people 
which sojourned in 
Egypt about 2800 B. C. One shows run- 
ning stags above the boat, and rows oC 
conventionalized aquatic fowls. 
Flin- 
ders Petrie believes them anterior to 
4000 B. c.
